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NOTE. 


It  has  been  considered  desirable  (as  in  1881  and  1891)  that  those  of  the  public  who  might  not  require,  or  be 
disposed  to  purchase,  the  Census  Abstracts  and  Reports  in  their  completeness  should  have  access  at  a small 
cost  to  the  statistics  of  the  Territorial  Division  in  which  they  may  have  a more  immediate  interest ; and  as 
in  Ireland  the  County  appears  to  be  the  most  convenient  and  familiar  area  for  which  the  principal  particulars 
should  be  afforded  in  abstract,  the  Census  Commissioners,  with  the  approval  of  His  Excellency  the  Lord 
Lieutenant,  present  the  following  Tables  for  the  County  of  Carlow ; and  purpose  giving  similar  Tables  from 
time  to  time,  for  each  County,  at  such  intervals  as  the  progress  of  the  work  will  permit,  beginning  with  the 
Province  of  Leinster,  to  be  followed  by  those  of  Munster,  Ulster,  and  Connaught.

Education.  The  following  Statement  shows  the  Educational  status  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of 

andbixxiii.)  Carlow  in  1891  and  1901,  in  so  far  as  relates  to  the  degrees  of  elementary  education  relative 
to  which  inquiry  was  made  on  the  Census  Forms,  the  numbers  on  which  the  per  centages  are  based 
being  those  for  the  County  as  constituted  in  the  respective  years  : 


From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  whereas,  according  to  the  Returns  of  1891,  only  66-8 
per  cent,  of  the  Inhabitants,  at  all  ages,  could  “ read  and  write,”  in  1901  76-5  per  cent,  could  do 
so;  that  the  per-centage  of  the  population  who  could  “read  only”  in  1891  was  10-5,  and  in  1901 
5-8  ; and  that  the  per-centage  of  the  “illiterate”  fell  from  22-7  in  1891  to  17-7  in  1901. 

In  1891  14-9  per  cent,  of  the  inhabitants  aged  five  years  and  upwards  were  illiterate  (15-2 
per  cent,  of  the  males  and  14-6  of  the  females) ; in  1901  the  per-centage  was  but  9 '2  (9-7  of  the 
males,  and  8-7  of  the  females).  _ . 

Religious  Taking  Religious  Professions  and  Education  in  combination,  it  appears  that  in  1901,  excluding 

Professions  children°  under  five  years  of  age,  9-9  per  cent,  of  Roman  Catholics,  31  per  cent,  of  Protestant 

(Table' xxxmT  Episcopalians,  5-1  per  cent,  of  Presbyterians,  1-1  per  cent,  of  Methodists,  and  7-9  per  cent,  of  “all 
other  Denominations  ” were  Illiterate. 

school  The  number  of  children  attending  school  in  the  County  of  Carlow,  according  to  the  Census 

(TaHe  xxxviii)  of  1891  (week  ending  30th  May),  was  6,187  ; or  46-8  per  cent,  of  persons  aged  5 years  and 
under  20  in  the  County  as  then  constituted,  in  1901  the  number  returned  (for  week  ending  11th 
May),  was  5,875,  or  53-6  per  cent,  of  the  persons  aged  5 and  under  20. 

The  sick  In  1891  the  number  of  persons  in  the  County  of  Carlow  (as  then  constituted)  returned  as 

(Table xii.)  gick>  on  the  night  of  the  Census,  was  271,  or  one  in  every  151  of  the  population;  in  1901  the 

number  so  returned  was  309,  or  one  in  every  122  of  the  population ; of  the  latter  number 
150  were  at  their  own  homes,  and  159  were  in  hospital. 

Pauperism.  The  number  of  persons  returned  in  1891  as  receiving  relief  under  the  Poor  Law  System 
(Table  xii.)  was  1 2Ylj  or  1 in  every  32  of  the  population  ; of  this  number  421  were  inmates  of  Workhouses, 
and  850  were  in  receipt  of  outdoor  relief  ; in  1901  the  number  returned  was  1,220,  or  1 in  every 
31  of  the  population  ; 355  of  these  being  in  the  Workhouse,  and  865  on  outdoor  relief. 

Marriages,  For  the  purposes  of  Registration  of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages,  the  Poor  Law  Union  forms  a 

nlaths  ftn<1  “ Superintendent  Registrar’s  District.”  Each  Union  or  Superintendent  Registrar’s  District  is  divided 
( Table xir.)  into  Dispensary  Districts  for  the  Medical  Relief  of  the  Poor  under  the  Medical  Charities  Act; 

which  Districts,  save  in  a few  instances,  are  identical  with  the  Registrars’  Districts.  Each 
Dispensary  District  is  composed  of  a certain  number  of  District  Electoral  Divisions. 

According  to  the  Returns  of  the  Registrar-General,  the  number  of  marriages  registered  in  the  County 
of  Carlow  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1901,  was  1,712,  equal  to  an  average  annual 
rate  of  4-3  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  number  registered  in  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the 
same  period,  affords  an  average  annual  rate  of  4-8  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  County  during  the  ten  years  was  8, 325,  affording  an 
average  annual  rate  of  20-9  per  1,000  of  the  population,  the  average  yearly  rate  for  the  whole  of 
Ireland  during  the  same  period  being  23'0  per  1,000. 

The  Deaths  registered  during  the  decennium  amounted  to  7,617,  being  equal  to  an  average 
annual  rate  of  19-1  per  1,000  ; the  corresponding  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  was  18-2  per  1,000. 
Emigratiou  The  number  of  Emigrants  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1901,  who  stated  that  they  were 
(Table  xii.)  from  tlie  County  0f  Carlow,  amounted  to  2,610  (1,375  males  and  1,235  females)  ; the  number  for  the 
decade  ending  31st  March,  1891,  was  8,064  ; for  that  ending  31st  March,  1881,  5,440 ; for  that  ending 
with  March,  1871,  5,405  ; and  for  that  ending  with  March,  1861,  10,713,  making  a total  of  32,232  for 
the  fifty  years.

It  has  been  considered  desirable  (as  in  1871,  1881,  and  1891)  that  those  of  the  public  'who  might  not  require, 
or  be  disposed  to  purchase,  the  Census  Abstracts  and  Keports  in  their  completeness  should  have  access  at  a 
small  cost  to  the  statistics  of  the  Territorial  Division  in  which  they  may  have  a more  immediate  interest ; and 
as,  in  Ireland,  the  County  appears  to  be  the  most  convenient  and  familiar  area  for  which  the  principal  parti- 
culars should  be  afforded  in  abstract,  the  Census  Commissioners,  with  the  approval  of  His  Excellency  the  Lord 
Lieutenant,  present  the  following  Tables  for  the  City  (or  County  Borough)  of  Dublin ; and  purpose  giving 
•similar  Tables  from  time  to  time,  for  each  County,  at  such  intervals  as  the  progress  of  the  work  will  permit, 
beginning  with  the  Province  of  Leinster,  to  be  followed  by  those  of  Munster,  Ulster,  and  Connaught. 
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CITY,  OR  COUNTY  BOROUGH,  OF  DUBLIN. 


In  addition  to  the  information  contained  in  the  City  Tables,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  give  the 
following  Summary  of  the  results  obtained  respecting  the  City  or  County  Borough  of  Dublin  from  the 
Census  Returns  of  1901. 

SUMMARY. 

The  City  or  County  Borough  of  Dublin  covers  an  area  of  7,911  statute  acres,  or  0*04  per  cent,  of  the  Arc*, 
total  area  of  the  country. 

The  number  of  persons  in  the  City  of  Dublin  according  to  the  Census  was — in  3 891,  268,650  ; and  p0pui»tip 
according  to  the  recent  Census,  290,638  (140,388' Males  and  150,250  Females),  or  8-2  per  cent,  more  than  <TaWo  u 
in  1891. 

The  number  of  distinct  Families  in  the  City  at  the  time  of  the  late  enumeration  was  59,263,  the  average 
number  of  persons  in  a family  being  thus  4-6  ; and  the  number  of  Inhabited  Houses  was  32,061,  showing  (Table  vi 
an  average  of  8'6  persons  to  each  house.  In  calculating  these  averages,  the  Special  Inmates  of  Public 
Institutions  have  been  omitted. 

The  number  of  Occupiers  (or  Heads  of  Families)  in  occupation  of  less  than  five  rooms  in  1901  was0coupier» 
46,869,  or  79-0  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  families  in  the  City,  and  of  these  92  were  occupiers  of  ^iso3m^han 
part  of  a room  only  ; 21,702,  or  36-6  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  Families  in  the  City  were  occupiers  (Tables  >x 
of  one  room  ; 13,620,  or  28*0  per  cent,  occupiers  of  two  rooms ; 5,971,  or  10-1  per  cent,  occupiers  of  three 
rooms ; and  5,484.  or  9'3  per  cent,  occupiers  of  four  rooms. 

The  number  of  Tenements  of  One  Room  in  the  City  was  21,747,  comprising  3,278  cases  in  which  the 
room  had  only  one  occupant ; 13,320  where  the  room  had  2,  3,  or  4 occupants;  4,576  cases  in  which 
there  were  5,  6,  or  7 occupants  ; and  573  cases  where  the  occupants  exceeded  7 in  number,  including  47 
cases  of  10  persons,  13  of  11  persons,  and  6 of  12  or  more  persons  in  the  room. 

Of  the  persons  enumerated  in  the  City  in  1901,  66*6  per  cent,  were  born  in  Dublin  City  or  County  ; J^hpiao 
16-2  per  cent,  in  other  Counties  of  the  Province  of  Leinster  ; 4-9  per  cent,  in  Munster ; 3-5  per  cent,  in  t?nta.n  * 
Ulster;  2-0  per  cent,  in  Connaught ; 5-5  per  cent,  in  Great  Britain ; 1-3  per  cent,  were  born  abroad ; and  42  11 

persons  were  born  at  sea.

From  the  above  Table  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  total  population  of  the  City  in  1901,  81'8’per  cent, 
were  Roman  Catholics,  14-3  per  cent.  Protestant  Episcopalians,  1-4  per  cent.  Presbyterians,  0-8  per  cent. 
Methodists,  and  T7  per  cent,  members  of  other  Religious  Denominations.  In  1891  Roman  Catholics 
formed  82-2  per  cent. ; Protestant  Episcopalians,  14-4  per  cent. ; Presbyterians,  1-4  percent. ; Methodists, 

0-7  per  cent. ; and  members  of  all  other  Denominations,  1-3  per  cent,  of  the  population^  the  City 
as  then  constituted.  wu-ret?:

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  whereas,  according  to  the  Returns  of  1891,  only  69 T per  cent,  of 
the  Inhabitants,  at  all  ages,  could  “ read  and  write,”  in  1901,  75'7  per  cent,  could  do  so  ; that  the  per- 
centage of  the  population  who  could  "read  only”  in  1891  was  6-9,  and  in  1901,  4-6  ; and  that  the 
per-eentage  of  the  “illiterate”  fell  from  24-0  in  1891  to  19-7  in  1901.  A.., 

In  1891  14-5  per  cent,  of  the  inhabitants  aged  five  years  and  upwards  were  illiterate  (18-0'per'cent.  of 
the  males,  and  15-8  of  the  females) ; in  1901  the  per-centage  was  but  10T  (9'0  of  the  males,  and  11-1  of 
the  females). 
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Professions  Taking  Religious  Professions  and  Education  in  combination,  it  appears  that  in  1901,  excluding 
»nd  Education,  children  under  five  years  of  age,  11-5  per  cent,  of  Roman  Catholics,  3-8  per  cent,  of  Protestant

AttendaMfc  ending  30th  May),  was  31,891,  or  45-2  per  cent,  of  persons  aged  5 years  and  under  20  in  the  City  as 

a •axvw.)  ^en  collstituted ; in  1901  the  number  returned  (for  week  ending  11th  May)  was  46,535,  or  55‘4  per 

cent,  of  the  persons  aged  5 and  under  20. 

The  sick.  In  1901  the  number  of  persons  in  the  City  of  Dublin  returned  as  Sick,  on  the  night  of  the  Census, 

(Tabic  xa.)  was  4}804,  or  one  in  every  60  of  the  population ; of  this  number  263  were  at  their  own  homes,  and  4,541 
were  in  hospital. 

Pauperism.  The  number  of  persons  returned  in  1901  as  receiving  relief  under  the  Poor  Law  System  was  9,543, 

(Tabic  xii.)  or  one  jn  ev6ry  30  of  the  population  ; 6,024  of  these  being  in  the  Workhouses,  and  3,519  on  outdoor 

relief. 

Birth's^ and  For  the  purposes  of  Registration  of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages,  the  Poor  Law  Union  forms  a 

Death’s.  “ Superintendent  Registrar’s  District.”  Each  Union  or  Superintendent  Registrar’s  District  is  divided 
(Table  xiv.)  int0  Dispensary  Districts  for  the  Medical  Relief  of  the  Poor  under  the  Medical  Charities  Act ; which 
Districts,  save  in  a few  instances,  are  identical  with  the  Registrars’  Districts.  Each  Dispensary  District 
is  composed  of  a certain  number  of  District  Electoral  Divisions. 

According  to  the  Returns  of  the  Registrar-General,  the  number  of  Marriages  registered  in  the  City  of 
Dublin  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1901,  was  21,572,  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate  of  8-5 
per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  number  registered  in  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the  same  period 
affords  an  average  annual  rate  of  4-8  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  City  during  the  ten  years  was  80,634,  affording  an  average 
annual  rate  of  31 '9  per  1,000  of  the  population,  the  average  yearly  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  during 
the  same  period  being  23-0  per  1,000. 

' The  Deaths  registered  during  the  decennium  amounted  to  75,442,  being  equal  to  an  average  annual 
rate  of  29-9  per  1,000  ; the  corresponding  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  was  18-2  per  1,000. 

Emigration.  The  number  of  Emigrants  during  the  ten  years  ending  81st  March,  1901,  who  stated  that  they  were 
(Table  xii.)  from  the  County  or  City  of  Dublin,  amounted  to  10,615  (6,157  males  and  4,458  females)  ; the  number 
for  the  decade  ending  31st  March,  1891,  was  24,814  ; for  that  ending  31st  March,  1881,  19,726 ; for 
that  ending  with  March,  1871,30,772;  and  for  that  ending  with  March,  1861,  25,755;  making  a total 
of  111,682  for  the  fifty  years.

The  number  of  children  attending  school  in  the  County  of  Kildare,  according  to  the  Census 
of  1891  (week  ending  30th  May),  was  9,757  i or  43-1  per  cent,  of  persons  aged  5 years  and 
under  20  in  the  County,  in  1901  the  number  returned  (for  week  ending  11th  May),  was  9,896,  or 
52-1  per  cent,  of  the  persons  aged  5 and  under  20. 

In  1891  the  number  of  persons  in  the  County  of  Kildare  returned  as  Sick,  on  the  night 
of  the  Census  was  735,  or  one  in  every  96  of  the  population  ; in  1901  the  number  so  returned 
was  620,  or  ’one  in  every  103  of  the  population  ; of  the  latter  number  163  were  at  their  own 
homes,  and  457  were  in  hospital.  , _ T , 

The  number  of  persons  returned  in  1891  as  receiving  relief  under  the  Poor  Law  System 
was  2 196  or  1 in  every  32  of  the  population ; of  this  number  698  were  inmates  of  Workhouses, 
and  l’498’were  in  receipt  of  outdoor  relief  ; in  1901  the  number  returned  was  1,(84,  or  1 in  every 
36  of  the  population  ; 783  of  these  being  in  the  Workhouses,  and  1001  on  outdoor  relief. 

For  the  purposes  of  Registration  of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages,  the  Poor  Law  Union  forms  a 
“ Superintendent  Registrar’s  District.”  Each  Union  or  Superintendent  Registrar’s  District  is  divided 
into  Dispensary  Districts  for  the  Medical  Relief  of  the  Poor  under  the  Medical  Chanties  Act  ; 
which  Districts,  save  in  a few  instances,  are  identical  with  the  Registrars’  Districts.  Each 
Dispensary  District  is  composed  of  a certain  number  of  District  Electoral  Divisions. 

According  to  the  Returns  of  the  Registrar-General,  the  number  of  marriages  registered  in  the  County 
of  Kildare  °during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1901,  was  3,081,  equal  to  an  average  annual 
rate  of  4-6  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  number  registered  in  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the 
same  period,  affords  an  average  annual  rate  of  4-8  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  County  during  the  ten  years  was  14,438,  affording  an 
average  annual  rate  of  21-6  per  1,000  of  the  population,  the  average  yearly  rate  for  the  whole  of 
Ireland  during  the  same  period  being  23‘0  per  1,000.  „ _ , . 

The  Deaths  registered  during  the  decennium  amounted  to  11,590,  being  equal  to  an  average 
annual  rate  of  17-3  per  1,000 ; the  corresponding  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  was  18-2  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Emigrants  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1901,  who  stated  that  they  were 
from  the  County  of  Kildare,  amounted  to  2,113  (1,251  males  and  862  females) ; the  number  for  the 
decade  ending  31st  March,  1891,  was  8,249  ; for  that  ending  31st  March,  1881,  5,883  ; for  that  ending 
with  March,  1871,  7,419  ; and  for  that  ending  with  March,  1861,  12,257,  making  a total  of  35,921  for 
the  fifty  years.

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CENSUS  OF  IRELAND 


The  (Administrative)  County  of  Kilkenny  covers  an  area  of  511,775  statute  acres,  or  2'5  per  cent,  of  the  Area, 
total  area  of  the  country. 

The  number  of  persons  in  the  County  of  Kilkenny  according  to  the  Census  was — in  1881,  99,826  ; in  1891,  Population. 
87,496;  and  according  to  the  recent  Census,  79,159  (40,095  Males  and  39,064  Females),  or  953  percent,  less  (Table  ii.)  ' 
than  in  1891. 

The  number  of  distinct  Families  in  the  County  at  the  time  of  the  late  enumeration  was  16,295,  the  average  Families  an 
number  of  persons  in  a family  being  thus  4‘7,  and  the  number  of  Inhabited  Houses  was  15,986,  showing  an  Houses, 
a-verage  of  4'8  persons  to  each  house.  In  calculating  these  averages,  the  Special  Inmates  of  Public  Institu-  <Table 
tions  have  been  omitted. 

The  number  of  Occupiers  (or  Heads  of  Families)  in  occupation  of  less  than  five  rooms  in  1901  was  11,603,  Occupiers  oi 
or  7P2  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  families  in  the  County,  and  of  these  13  were  occupiers  of  part  of  a (ess  than  5 
room  only ; 1,039  or  6‘4  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  families  in  the  County  were  occupiers  of  one  room ; (Tables  ir.  i 
3,464  or  21’3  per  cent,  occupiers  of  two  rooms ; 4,019  or  24'7  per  cent,  occupiers  of  three  rooms ; and  3,068 
or  18'8  per  cent,  occupiers  of  four  rooms. 

The  number  of  Tenements  of  One  Room  in  the  County  was  1,043,  comprising  379  cases  in  which  the  room 
had  only  one  occupant ; 501  where  the  room  had  2,  3,  or  4 occupants ; 121  cases  in  which  there  were  5,  6, 
or  7 occupants;  and  42  Cases  where  the  occupants  exceeded  7 in  number,  including  21  cases  of  8 persons, 

13  of  9 persons,  3 of  10  persons,  4 of  11  persons,  and  1 of  12  persons  in  the  room.

Of  the  persons  enumerated  in  the  County,  exclusive  of  the  City,  in  1901,  9015  per  cent,  were  born  therein- 
4'37  per  cent,  in  other  Counties  of  the  Province  of  Leinster ; 3'73  per  cent,  in  Munster ; 0 37  per  cent,  in 
Ulster;  042  per  cent,  in  Connaught;  0'69  per  cent,  in  Great  Britain;  and  027  per  cent,  were  born  abroad. 

Of  the  persons  enumerated  in  the  City  of  Kilkenny  in  1901,  8215  per  cent,  were  bom  in  the  County  or 
City  of  Kilkenny ; 5'45  per  cent,  in  other  Counties  of  the  Province  of  Leinster ; 4-56  per  cent,  in  the  Province 
of  Munster;  098  per  cent,  in  the  Province  of  Ulster;  065  per  cent,  in  the  Province  of  Connaught;  5’58  per 
cent,  in  Great  Britain;  and  0'63  per  cent,  were  born  abroad. 

Towns  having,  in  1901,  a population  of  2,000  and  upwards  are  classified  in  the  Tables  as  Civic  Areas. 

The  County  contains  one  such  Area,  viz.,  Kilkenny.  In  1891  the  population  of  that  Area  amounted  to 
11,048;  in  1901  it  was  10,609,  showing  a decrease  of  439  persons;  in  the  Rural  portions  of  the  County  the 
decrease  was  10'3  per  cent.

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  whereas,  according  to  the  Returns  of  1891,  only  67'0  per  cent,  of  the 
Inhabitants,  at  all  ages,  could  “read  and  write,1’  in  1901  751  per  cent,  could  do  so;  that  the  per- 
centage of  the  population  who  could  “read  only”  in  1891  was  9'7,  and  in  1901  5'6;  and  that  the  per- 
centage of  the  “illiterate”  fell  from  23‘3  in  1891  to  19‘3  in  1901. 

In  1891  15'8  per  cent,  of  the  inhabitants  aged  five  years  and  upwards  were  illiterate  (147  per  cent,  of 
the  males,  and  168  of  the  females) ; in  1901  the  per-contage  was  but  ITS  (109  of  the  males,  and  118  of 
the  females).

The  number  of  children  attending  school  in  the  County  of  Kilkenny,  according  to  the  Census  of  1891 
(week  ending  30tb  May),  was  15,315,  or  52  8 per  cent,  of  persons  aged  5 and  under  20  in  the  County  as  then 
) constituted ; in  1901  the  number  returned  (for  week  ending  11th  May),  was  12,568,  or  53  8 per  cent,  of  the 
persons  aged  5 and  under  20. 

In  1891  the  number  of  persons  in  the  County  of  Kilkenny  (as  then  constituted)  returned  as  Sick,  on 
the  night  of  the  Census,  was  811,  or  one  in  every  108  of  the  population;  in  1901  the  number  so  re- 
turned was  729,  or  one  in  every  109  of  the  population;  of  the  latter  number  329  were  at  their  own 
homes,  and  400  were  in  hospital. 

The  number  of  persons  returned  in  1891  as  receiving  relief  under  the  Poor  Law  System  was  3,231,  or 
one  in  every  27  of  the  population;  of  this  number  1,086  were  inmates  of  Workhouses,  and  2,145  were 
in  receipt  of  outdoor  relief;  in  1901  the  number  returned  was  2,393,  or  one  in  every  33  of  the  popula- 
tion ; 950  of  these  being  in  the  Workhouses,  and  1,443  on  outdoor  relief. 

For  the  purposes  of  Registration  of  Rirths,  Deaths,  and  Marriages,  the  Poor  Law  Union  Forms  a “ Super- 
intendent Registrar’s  District.”  Each  Union  or  Superintendent  Registrar’s  District  is  divided  into  Dis- 
pensary Districts  for  the  Medical  Relief  of  the  Poor  under  the  Medical  Charities  Act ; which  Districts, 
save  in  a few  instances,  are  identical  with  the  Registrars’  Districts.  Each  Dispensary  District  is  composed 
of  a certain  number  of  District  Electoral  Divisions. 

According  to  the  Returns  of  the  Registrar-General,  the  number  of  marriages  registered  in  the  County  of 
Kilkenny  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1901,  was  3,517,  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate  of  4’2  per 
1,000  of  the  population.  The  number  registered  in  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the  same  period  affords  an 
average  annual  rate  of  4‘8  per  1,000. 


The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  County  during  the  ten  years  was  17,325,  affording  an  average 
annual  rate  of  20'8  per  1,000  of  the  population,  the  average  yearly  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  during 
the  same  period  being  23‘0  per  1,000. 


The  Deaths  registered  during  the  decennium  amounted  to  15,494,  being  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate 
of  18  6 per  1,000;  the  corresponding  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  was  18  2 per  1,000. 


Emigration  The  number  of  Emigrants  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1901,  who  stated  that  they  were  from 
(Table xli.)  the  County  of  Kilkenny,  amounted  to  4,835  (2,513  males  and  2,322  females);  the  number  for  the  decade 
ending  31st  March,  1891,  was  13,247 ; for  that  ending  31st  March,  1881,  9,133 ; for  that  ending  31st  March, 
1871,  12,338 ; and  for  that  ending  with  March,  1861,  34,010,  making  a total  of  73,563  for  the  fifty  years.

In  addition  to  the  information  contained  in  the  County  Tables,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  adopt 
the  course  pursued  in  1881  and  1891,  and  give  the  following  Summary  of  the  results  obtained  respecting 
the  (Administrative)  King’s  County  from  the  Census  Returns  of  1901. 

SUMMARY. 

The  King’s  (Administrative)  County  covers  an  area  of  493,999  statute  acres,  or  2-4  per  cent,  of  the  Area, 
total  area  of  the  country. 

The  number  of  persons  in  King’s  County  according  to  the  Census  was— in  1881,  72,852  in  1891, 

65,563  ; and  according  to  the  recent  Census,  60,187  (31,065  Males  and  29,122  Females),  or  8-20  per  cent.  1 ° °u  >' 
less  than  in  1891, 

The  number  of  distinct  Families  in  the  County  at  the  time  of  the  late  enumeration  was  12,377,  the  Families  and 
average  number  of  persons  in  a family  being  thus  4-7 ; and  the  number  of  Inhabited  Houses  (Table  viii.) 
was  12,092,  showing  an  average  of  4-8  persons  to  each  house.  In  calculating  these  averages,  the  .Special 
Inmates  of  Public  Institutions  have  been  omitted. 

The  number  of  Occupiers  (or  Heads  of  Families)  in  occupation  of  less  than  five  rooms  in  1901,  was  occupiers  of 
9,866  or  79-7  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  families  in  the  County,  and  of  these  4 were  occupiers  loss  thftn  5 
of  part  of  a room  only,  706  or  5-7  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  Families  in  the  County  were  occupiers  [Tables  i*.  r.) 
of  one  room  ; 3,111  or  25T  per  cent,  occupiers  of  two  rooms;  4,442  or  35-9  per  cent,  occupiers  of  three 
rooms ; and  1,603  or  13-0  per  cent,  occupiers  of  four  rooms. 

The  number  of  Tenements  of  One  Room  in  the  County  was  708,  comprising  267  cases  in  which  the 
room  had  only  one  occupant;  296  where  the  room  had  2,  3,  or  4 occupants;  121  cases  in  which  there 
were  5,  6 or  7 occupants  ; and  24  cases  where  the  occupants  exceeded  7 in  number,  including  6 cases  of 
9 persons  and  4 of  10  persons  in  the  room.

From  the  foregoing  Statement  it  will  be  observed  that  there  was  an  increase  of  2-9  per  cent,  in  Birr 
Urban  and  of_2-6  per  cent,  in  Tullamore  Urban  District,  and  a decrease  in  each  of  the  Rural  Districts  ; the 
highest  per-centages  of  decrease  being  in  Birr  No.  1 Rural  and  Roserea  No.  2 Rural,  viz.,  12T  and  9-7  pe 
cent,  respectively. 

Of  the  persons  enumerated  in  the  County  in  1901,  82-66  per  cent,  were  born  therein ; 8-18  per  cent,  in  Birthplaces  of 
other  Counties  of  the  Province  of  Leinster ; 4-49  per  cent,  in  Munster  ; -93  per  cent  in  Ulster ; 1-75  per/t^ht11' 
cent,  in  Connaught ; 1-49  per  cent,  in  Great  Britain  ; -50  per  cent,  were  born  abroad;  and  1 person  was  lTabIex*v> 
born  at  sea. 

Towns  having,  in  1901,  a population  of  2,000  and  upwards  are  classified  in  the  Tables  as  Civic  Areas. 

The  County  contains  two  such  Areas— Birr  and  Tullamore.  In  1891  the  population  of  the  foregoing  Ciyic  Areas, 
amounted  to  8,885  ; in  1901  it  was  9,077,  showing  an  increase  of  242  persons ; in  the  Rural  portions  of  (T*ble  v ) 
the  County  the  decrease  was  9-9  per  cent.

From  the  above  Table  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  total  population  of  the  County  in  1901,  89-4  per  cent, 
were  Roman  Catholics  ; 9-2  per  cent.  Protestant  Episcopalians  ; 0-6  per  cent.  Presbyterians ; 0-6  per  cent. 
Methodists ; and  0-2  per  cent,  members  of  other  Religious  Denominations.  In  1S91  Roman  Catholics 
formed  88-9  per  cent. ; Protestant  Episcopalians,  9‘S  per  cent.;  Presbyterians,  0-4  per  cent. ; Methodists,  0-7 
per  cent. ; and  Members  of  all  other  Denominations,  0-2  per  cent,  of  "the  population  of  the  County. 
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The  following  Statement  shows  the  Educational  status  of  the  Inhabitants  of  King’s  County  in  1891  and 
1901,  in  so  far  as  relates  to  the  degrees  of  elementary  education  relative  to  which  inquiry  waB  made  on  the 
Census  Forms,  the  numbers  on  which  the  per-centages  are  based  being  those  for  the  County  as  constituted

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  whereas,  according  to  the  Returns  of  1891,  only  64-7  per  cent,  of 
the  Inhabitants,  at  all  ages,  could  “read  and  write,”  in  1901  73T  per  cent,  could  do  so;  that  the  per- 
centage of  the  population  who  could  “ read  only  ” in  1891  was  1T0,  and  in  1901  6-4;  and  that  the  per- 
centage of  the  “ illiterate  ” fell  from  24-3  in  1891  to  20-5  in  1901. 

In  1891  16-4  per  cent,  of  the  inhabitants  aged  five  years  and  upwards  were  illiterate  (16-9  per  cent,  of 
the  males  and  15'8  of  the  females) ; in  1901  the  per-centage  was  but  12-4  (1ST  of  the  males,  and  11-7 
of  the  females).  . 

Taking  Religious  Professions  and  Education  in  combination,  it  appears  that  in  1901,  excluding  children 
n under  five  years  of  age,  13-5  per  cent,  of  Roman  Catholics,  3-5  per  cent,  of  Protestant  Episcopalians,  1*9 
> per  cent,  of  Presbyterians,  1*8  per  cent,  of  Methodists,  and  1*7  per  cent  of  “all  other  Denominations 
were  illiterate.  • 

The  number  of  children  attending  school  in  the  King’s  County,  according  to  the  Census  of  1891  (week 
,,  ending  30th  May),  was  9,416,  or  43-1  per  cent,  of  persons  aged  5 years  and  under  20  in  the  County  as 
then  constituted;  in  1901  the  number  returned  (for  week  ending  11th  May),  was  9,035,  or  48*8  per  cent, 
of  the  persons  aged  5 and  under  20. 

In  1891  the  number  of  persons  in  the  King’s  County  (as  then  constituted)  returned  as  Sick,  on  the  night 
of  the  Census,  was  485,  or  one  in  every  185  of  the  population  ; in  1901  the  number  so  returned  was  411, 
or  one  in  every  146  of  the  population  ; of  the  latter  number  181  were  at  their  own  homes,  and  230  were  in 
hospital. 

The  number  of  persons  returned  in  1891  as  receiving  relief  under  the  Poor  Law  System  was  1,502,  or  1 
in  every  44  of  the  population  ; of  this  number  650  wore  inmates  of  Workhouses,  and  852  were  in  receipt 
of  outdoor  relief ; in  1901  the  number  returned  was  1,568,  or  1 in  every  38  of  the  population ; 788  of  these 
being  in  the  Workhouses,  and  830  on  outdoor  relief.  > 

For  the  purposes  of  Registration  of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages,  the  Poor  Law  Union  forms  a 
“ Superintendent  Registrar’s  District.”  Each  Union  or  Superintendent  Registrar’s  District  is  divided  into 
Dispensary  Districts  for  the  Medical  Relief  of  the  Poor  under  the  Medical  Charities  Act ; which  Districts, 
save  in  a few  instances,  are  identical  with  the  Registrars’  Districts.  Each  Dispensary  District  is  composed 
of  a certain  number  of  District  Electoral  Divisions.  . , 

According  to  the  Returns  of  the  Registrar-General,  the  number  of  marriages  registered  in  the  King  s 
County  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1901,  was  2,576,  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate  of  4T 
per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  number  registered  in  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the  same  period 
affords  an  average  annual  rate  of  4*8  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  County  during  the  ten  years  was  12,876,  affording  an  average 
annual  rate  of  20-5  per  1,000  of  the  population,  the  average  yearly  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  during 
the  same  period  being  23-0  per  1,000. 

The  Deaths  registered  during  the  decennium  amounted  to  10,595,  being  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate 
\ of  16*9  per  1,000  ; the  corresponding  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  was  18-2  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Emigrants  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1901,  who  stated  that  they  were 
from  the  King’s  County,  amounted  to  3,708  (1,878  males  and  1,830  females);  the  number  for  the 
decade  ending  31st  March,  1891,  was  12,367  ; for  that  ending  31st  March,  1881,  8,778  ; for  that  ending, 
with  March,  1871,  12,140 ; and  for  that  ending  with  March,  1861,  21,061,  making  a total  of  58,054  for  the 
fifty  years.

In  addition  to  the  information  contained  in  the  County  Tables,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  adopt  the 
course  pursued  in  1881  and  1891,  and  give  the  following  Summary  of  the  results  obtained  respecting  the 
(Administrative)  County  of  Longford  from  the  Census  Returns  of  1901. 

SU  MM  ARY. 


The  (Administrative)  County  of  Longford  covers  an  area  of  269,408  statute  acres,  or  1-8  per  cent,  of  the  Area, 
total  area  of  the  country. 

The  number  of  persons  in  the  County  of  Longford  according  to  the  Census  was— in  1881,  61,069;  in  1891, 

62,647  ; and  according  to  the  recent  Census,  46,672  (23,814  Males  and  22,858  Females),  or  11-3  per  cent,  less 
than  in  1891. 

The  number  of  distinct  Families  in  the  County  at  the  time  of  the  late  enumeration  was  9,876,  the  average  Families  and 
number  of  persons  in  a family  being  thus  4'6  ; and  the  number  of  Inhabited  Houses  was  9,799,  showing  an  Houses, 
average  of  4-7  persons  to  each  house.  In  calculating  these  averages,  the  Special  Inmates  of  Public  Institu-  <Table  ™ '1 
tions  have  been  omitted. 

The  number  of  Occupiers  (or  Heads  of  Families)  in  occupation  of  less  than  five  rooms  in  1901,  was  8,246  Occupiers  of 
or  83'5  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  Families  in  the  County,  and  of  these  2 were  occupiers  of  part  of  a *®s®n“uul  5 
room  only,  460  or  4-7  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  Families  in  the  County  were  occupiers  of  one  room ; (Tables  ix.&x.) 
2,096  or  21-2  per  cent,  occupiers  of  two  rooms ; 4,381  or  44-4  per  cent,  occupiers  of  three  rooms ; and  1,308  or 
13 '2  per  cent,  occupiers  of  four  rooms. 

The  number  of  Tenements  of  One  Room  in  the  County  was  461,  comprising  193  cases  in  which  the  room  ha 
only  one  occupant ; 197  where  the  room  had  2,  3,  or  4 occupants ; 62  cases  in  which  there  were  5,  6 or  7 occu- 
pants ; and  9 cases  where  the  occupants  exceeded  7 in  number,  including  6 cases  of  8 persons  and  3 of  9 
persons  in  the  room.

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  whereas,  according  to  the  Returns  of  1891,  only  62-5  per  cent,  of  the 
Inhabitants,  at  all  ages,  could  “ read  and  write  " in  1901,  70-7  per  cent,  could  do  so;  that  the  per  centage  of  the 
population  who  could  “ read  only”  in  1891  was  12-9,  and  in  1901, 8-2  ; and  that  the  per-centage  of  the  “illiterate" 
fell  from  24-6  in  1891  to  21-1  in  1901.  6

In  1891  the  number  of  persons  in  the  County  of  Longford  returned  as  Sick,  on  the  night  of  the  Census,  was 
378,  or  one  in  every  139  of  the  population  ; in  1901  the  number  so  returned  was  313,  or  one  in  every  149  of  the 
population  ; of  the  latter  number  150  were  at  their  own  homes,  and  163  were  in  hospital. 

The  number  of  persons  returned  in  1891  sr  receiving  relief  under  the  Poor  Law  System  was  1,434,  or  1 in 
every  37  of  the  population  ; of  this  number  532  were  inmates  of  Workhouses,  and  902  were  in  receipt'of  outdoor 
relief;  in  1901  the  number  returned  was  1,236,  or  1 in  every  38  of  the  population ; 601  of  these  being  in 
the  Workhouses,  and  736  on  outdoor  relief. 

For  the  purposes  of  Registration  of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages,  the  Poor  Law  Union  forms  a “Super- 
intendent Registrar’s  District.”  Each  Union  or  Superintendent  Registrar’s  District  is  divided  into  Dispensary 
Districts  for  the  Medical  Relief  of  the  Poor  under  the  Medical  Charities  Act ; which  Districts,  save  in  a few 
instances,  are  identical  with  the  Registrars’  Districts.  Each  Dispensary  District  is  composed  of  a certain 
number  of  District  Electoral  Divisions. 


According  to  the  Returns  of  the  Registrar-General,  the  number  of  marriages  registered  in  the  County  of 
Longford  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1901,  was  1,984,  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate  of  4-0  per 
1,000  of  the  population.  The  number  registered  in  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the  same  period,  affords  an 
average  annual  rate  of  4*8  per  1,000. 


The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  County  during  the  ten  years  was  9,696,  affording  an  average  annual 
rate  of  19-6  per  1,000  of  the  population,  the  average  yearly  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the  same  period 
being  23-0  per  1.000,  ° * 

The  Deaths  registered  during  the  decennium  amounted  to  8,114,  being  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate  of 
16-3  per  1,000  ; the  corresponding  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  was  18'2  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Emigrants  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1901,  who  stated  that  they  were  from  the 
County  of  Longford,  amounted  to  5,071  (2,394  males  and  2,677  females) ; the  number  for  the  decade  ending 
31st  March,  1891,  was  11,786;  for  that  ending  31st  March,  1881,  11,305;  for  that  ending  with  Maroh  1871 
13,632  ; and  for  that  ending  with  March,  1861,  14,577,  making  a total  of  56,371  for  the  fifty  years

In  addition  to  the  information  contained  in  the  County  Tables,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  adopt 
the  course  pursued  in  1881  and  1891,  and  give  the  following  Summary  of  the  results  obtained  respect- 
ing the  (Administrative)  County  of  Meath  from  the  Census  Returns  of  1901. 

SUMMARY. 

The  (Administrative)  County  of  Meath  covers  an  area  of  579,320  statute  acres,  or  2 -8  per  cent,  of  Area 
the  total  area  of  the  country. 

The  number  of  persons  in  the  County  of  Meath,  according  to  the  Census  was— in  1891,  76,111  ; Population, 
and  according  to  the  recent  Census,  67,497  (34,757  Males  and  32,740  Females),  or  11-32  percent  (Tableii-> 
less  than  in  1891. 

The  number  of  distinct  Families  in  the  County  at  the  time  of  the  late  enumeration  was  15,163,  Families  and 
the  average  number  of  persons  in  a family  being  thus  4-4;  and  the  number  of  Inhabited  Houses  (TabuW) 
was  14,954,  showing  an  average  of  4-4  persons  to  each  house.  In  calculating  these  averages,  the 
Special  Inmates  of  Public  Institutions  have  been  omitted. 

„!hnecnUm^°f  Occupiers  (or  Heads  of  Families)  in  occupation  of  less  than  five  rooms  in  1901  was  occupiers  oi 
ll,oOo,  or  76-6  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  families  in  the  County,  and  of  these  4 were  occupiers  leS9  than  5 
of  part  of  a room  only,  744  or  4-9  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  Families  in  the  County  were  (TaWesix.&s.; 
occupiers  of  one  room  ; 3,816  or  25 -2  per  cent,  occupiers  of  two  rooms  ; 4,545  or  30'0  per  cent 
occupiers  of  three  rooms  ; and  2,497  or  16-5  per  cent,  occupiers  of  four  rooms. 

The  number  of  Tenements  of  One  Room  in  the  County  was  746,  comprising  363  cases  in  which 
the  room  had  only  one  occupant  ; 284  where  the  room  had  2,  3,  or  4 occupants  ; 80  cases  in  which 
there  were  5,  6 or  7 occupants  ; and  19  cases  where  the  occupants  exceeded  7 in  number,  including 
2 cases  of  10  persons  and  1 of  11  persons  in  the  room.

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  whereas,  according  to  the  Keturns  of  1891,  only  66'8  per  cent, 
of  the  Inhabitants,  at  all  ages,  could  “read  and  write,”  in  1901,  74'0  per  cent,  could  do  so  ; that  the 
per-centage  of  the  population  who  could  “read  only  " in  1891  was  9'3,  and  in  1901,  59;  and  that  the 
per-centage  of  the  “ illiterate  ” fell  from  23'9  in  1891  to  20'1  in  1901. 

In  1891  16-3  per  cent,  of  the  inhabitants  aged  five  years  and  upwards  were  illiterate  (16-4  per  cent, 
of  the  males  and  16'2  of  the  females) ; in  1901  the  per-centage  was  but  12-5  (13-1  of  the  males,  and 
11-7  of  the  females). 

Taking  Eeligious  Professions  and  Education  in  combination,  it  appears  that  m 1901,  excluding 
, children0 under  five  years  of  age,  13 -2  per  cent,  of  Roman  Catholics,  3-4  per  cent,  of  Protestant 
Episcopalians,  2-4  per  cent,  of  Presbyterians,  3-3  per  cent,  of  Methodists,  and  3-2  per  cent,  of 
“ all  other  Denominations  ” were  Illiterate. 

The  number  of  children  attending  school  in  the  County  of  Meath,  according  to  the  Census  of  1891 
) (week  ending  30th  May),  was  11,725  ; or  46-7  per  cent,  of  persons  aged  5 years  and  under  20  in 
the  County  as  then  constituted ; in  1901  the  number  returned  (for  week  ending  11th  May),  was 
9 806  or  50  '4  per  cent,  of  the  persons  aged  5 and  under  20. 

’ In  1901  the  number  of  persons  in  the  County  of  Meath  returned  as  Sick,  on  the  night  of  the 
Census,  was  584,  or  one  in  every  116  of  the  population  ; of  this  number  273  were  at  their  own  homes, 
and  311  were  in  hospital.  . . , , ,,  ^ T Q . 

The  number  of  persons  returned  in  1901  as  receiving  relief  under  the  loor  Daw  bystem 

was  2,653,  or  1 in  every  25  of  the  population  ; of  this  number  910  were  inmates  of  Workhouses, 
and  L743  were  in  receipt  of  outdoor  relief.  . 

For  the  purposes  of  Registration  of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages,  the  Poor  Law  Union  forms  a 
“ Superintendent  Registrar’s  District.”  Each  Union  or  Superintendent  Registrar’s  District  is  divided 
into  Dispensary  Districts  for  the  Medical  Relief  of  the  Poor  under  the  Medical  Chanties  Act  ; 
which  Districts,  save  in  a few  instances,  are  identical  with  the  Registrars’  Districts.  Each 
Dispensary  District  is  composed  of  a certain  number  of  District  Electoral  Divisions. 

According  to  the  Returns  of  the  Registrar-General,  the  number  of  marriages  registered  m the  County 
of  Meath  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1901,  was  2,922,  equal  to  an  average  annual 
rate  of  4 '1  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  number  registered  in  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the 
same  period  affords  an  average  annual  rate  of  4-8  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  County  during  the  ten  years  was  13,732,  affording  an 
average  annual  rate  of  191  per  1,000  of  the  population,  the  average  yearly  rate  for  the  whole  of 
Ireland  during  the  same  period  being  23-0  per  1,000.  . 

The  Deaths  registered  during  the  decennium  amounted  to  12,448,  being  equal  to  an  average 
annual  rate  of  17-3  per  1,000  ; the  corresponding  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  was  18-2  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Emigrants  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1901,  who  stated  that  they  were 
from  the  County  of  Meath,  amounted  to  4,358  (2,333  males  and  2,025  females) ; the  number  for  the 
decade  ending  31st  March,  1891,  was  11,264  ; for  that  ending  31st  March,  1881,  10,521;  for  that  ending 
with  March,  1871,  15,557  ; and  for  that  ending  with  March,  1861,  23,297,  making  a total  of  64,997 
for  the  fifty  years.

NOTE. 

It  has  been  considered  desirable  (as  in  1881  and  1891)  that  those  of  the  public  who  might  not  require,  or  be 
disposed  to  purchase,  the  Census  Abstracts  and  .Reports  in  their  completeness  should  have  access  at  a small

In  addition  to  tlie  information  contained  in  the  County  Tables,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  adopt 
the  course  pursued  in  1881  and  1891.  and  give  the  following  Summary  of  the  results  obtained  respecting 
the  (Administrative)  Queen’s  County  from  the  Census  Returns  of  1901 . 


SUMMARY. 

The  (Administrative)  Queen’s  County  covers  an  area  of  424,723  statute  acres,  or  2-0  per  cent,  of  the  Are*, 
total  area  of  the  country. 

The  number  of  persons  in  the  Queen’s  County  according  to  the  Census  was— in  1881,  71,837 ; 
in  1891,  63,855 ; and  according  to  the  recent  Census,  57,417  (29,694  Males  and  27,723  Females)  or  * * * 
10-1  per  cent,  less  than  in  1891,  ’ 

The  number  of  distinct  Families  in  the  County  at  the  time  of  the  late  enumeration  was  12,277,  the  Families  and 
average  number  of  persons  in  a family  being  thus  4-6;  and  the  number  of  Inhabited  Houses  (Table  vm.)

The  number  of  Occupiers  (or  Heads  of  Families)  in  occupation  of  less  than  five  rooms  in  1901  Occupiers  of 
was  9,540,  or  77-7  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  families  in  the  County,  and  of  these  14*  rooms  “ 8 
were  occupiers  of  part  of  a room  only  ; 686,  or  5’6  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  Families  in  the  County  (Tables  tx.  x.) 
were  occupiers  of  one  room ; 3,064,  or  25-0  per  cent.,  occupiers  of  two  rooms ; 4,014,  or  32-7  per 
cent.,  occupiers  of  three  rooms ; and  1,762,  or  1 4'4  per  cent.,  occupiers  of  four  rooms. 

The  number  of  Tenements  of  One  Room  in  the  County  was  690,  comprising  272  eases  in  which  the 
room  had  only  one  occupant ; 300  where  the  room  had  2,  8,  or  4 occupants  ; 89  cases  in  which  there 
were  5,  6 or  7 occupants  ; and  29  cases  where  the  occupants  exceeded  7 in  number,  including  9 cases  of 
9 persons,  3 of  10  persons,  4 of  11  or  more  persons  in  the  room.

Of  the  persons  enumerated  in  the  County  in  1901,  86-08  per  cent,  were  born  therein  ; 8-71  per  cent,  in  Birthplace  oi 
other  Counties  of  the  Province  of  Leinster;  2-61  per  cent,  in  Munster  ; -79  percent,  in  Ulster;  -55  per  the  lA&bi- 
cent.  in  Connaught ; -99  per  cent,  in  Great  Britain  ; -27  per  cent,  were  born  abroad  ; and  2 persons  were  fKbie  xxt.) 
born  at  sea. 

Towns  having,  in  1901,  a population  of  2,000  and  upwards  are  classified  as  Civic  Areas.  Civic  Areas. 

The  County  contains  two  such  Areas,  viz.,  Maryborough  and  Mountmellick.  In  1891  the  population 
of  these  Areas  amounted  to  5,482  ; in  1901  it  was  5,864,  showing  a decrease  of  68  persons,  or  1-3  per  cent.  ;

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  whereas,  according  to  the  Returns  of  1891,  only  68-2  percent,  of  the 
Inhabitants,  at  all  ages,  could  “read  and  write,”  in  1901  76-7  per  cent,  could  do  so  ; that  the  per-centage 
of  the  population  who  could  “read  only”  in  1891  was  10-2,  and  in  1901  6-0 ; and  that  the  per-centage  of 
the  “illiterate”  fell  from  21'6  in  1891  to  17'3  in  1901.

Taking  Religious  Professions  and  Education  in  combination,  it  appears  that  in  1901,  excluding  children 
ion.  under  five  years  of  age,  10-2  per  cent,  of  Roman  Catholics,  3-4  per  cent,  of  Protestant  Episcopalians, 
ii>  2-2  per  cent,  of  Presbyterians,  1-5  per  cent,  of  Methodists,  and  0'7  per  cent,  of  “all  other  Denominations  ” 
were  Illiterate. 

The  number  of  children  attending  school  in  the  Queen’s  County,  according  to  the  Census  of  1891 
• (week  ending  30th  May),  was  9,171,  or  43'0  per  cent,  of  persons  aged  5 years  and  under  20  in  the  County 
as  then  constituted,  in  19C1  the  number  returned  (for  week  ending  11th  May),  was  7,867,  or  47-8  per 
cent,  of  the  persons  aged  5 and  under  20. 

In  1901  the  number  of  persons  in  the  Queen’s  County  (as  then  constituted)  returned  as  Sick,  on  the 
night  of  the  Census,  was  385,  or  one  in  every  169  of  the  population  ; in  1901  the  number  so  returned 
was  405,  or  one  in  every  142  of  the  population ; of  the  latter  number  240  were  at  their  own  homes, 
and  165  were  in  hospital. 

The  number  of  persons  returned  in  1891  as  receiving  relief  under  the  Poor  Law  System  was  1,778,  or 
one  in  every  36  of  the  population  ; of  this  number  451  were  inmates  of  Workhouses,  and  1,327  were  in 
receipt  of  outdoor  relief ; in  1901  the  number  returned  was  1,265,  or  one  in  every  45  of  the  population  ; 
359  of  these  being  in  the  Workhouse,  and  906  on  outdoor  relief. 

For  the  purposes  of  Registration  of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages,  the  Poor  Law  Union  forms  a “Super- 
intendent Registrar’s  District.”  Each  Union  or  Superintendent  Registrar’s  District  is  divided  into  Dis- 
pensary Districts  for  the  Medical  Relief  of  the  Poor  under  the  Medical  Charities  Act ; which  Districts, 
save  in  a few  instances,  are  identical  with  the  Registrar’s  Districts.  Each  Dispensary  District  is  composed 
of  a certain  number  of  District  Electoral  Divisions. 

According  to  the  Returns  of  the  Registrar-General,  the  number  of  marriages  registered  in  the  Queen’s 
County  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1901,  was  2,230,  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate  of  3-7  per 
1,000  of  the  population.  The  number  registered  in  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the  same  period  affords 
an  average  annual  rate  of  4-8  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  County  during  the  ten  years  was  11,901,  affording  an  average 
annual  rate  of  19-0  per  1,000  of  the  population,  the  average  yearly  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  during 
the  same  period  being  23-0  per  1,000. 

The  Deaths  registered  during  the  decennium  amounted  to  10,486,  being  equal  to  an  average  annual 
rate  of  17  3 per  1 000 ; the  corresponding  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  was  18'2  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Emigrants  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1901,  who  stated  that  they  were 
from  the  Queen’s  County,  amounted  to  4,434  (2,142  males  and  2,292  females) ; the  number  for  the  decade 
ending  31st  March,  1891,  was  18,634  ; for  that  ending  31st  March,  1881,  9,090  ; for  that  ending  with  March, 
1871,  9,620  ; and  for  that  ending  with  March,  1861,  19,886,  making  a total  of  56,664  for  the  fifty  years.

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  whereas,  according  to  the  Returns  of  1891,  only  61 -6  per 
cent,  of  the  Inhabitants,  at  all  ages,  could  ‘‘read  and  write,”  in  1901,  70.4  per  cent,  could  do  so ; 
that  the  per-centage  of  the  population  who  could  “read  only  ” in  1891  was  11-6,  and  in  1901,  6 5 ; 
and  that  the  per-centage  of  the  “illiterate  ” fell  from  26'9  in  1891  to  23-1  in  1901. 

In  1891 19 -6  per  cent,  of  the  inhabitants  aged  five  years  and  upwards  were  illiterate  (20 '5  percent,  of 
the  males  and  18-7  of  the  females);  in  1901  the  per-centage  was  but  15 '5  (16 '4  of  the  males, 
and  14-5  of  the  females).  ..... 

Taking  Religious  Professions  and  Education  in  combination,  it  appears  that  in  1901,  excluding 
children  under  five  years  of  age,  16 -5  per  cent,  of  Roman  Catholics,  4-7  per  cent,  of  Protestant 
Episcopalians,  2-1  per  cent,  of  Presbyterians,  4-1  per  cent,  of  Methodists,  and  3-4  per  cent,  of  “all 
other  Denominations  ” were  Illiterate. 

The  number  of  children  attending  school  in  the  County  of  Wexford,  according  to  the  Census  of 
1891  (week  ending  30th  May),  was  15,659,  or  44-6  per  cent,  of  persons  aged  5 years  and 
under  20  in  the  County  as  then  constituted;  in  1901  the  number  returned  (for  week  ending  11th 
May),  was  14,079,  or  47-8  per  cent,  of  the  persons  aged  5 and  under  20. 

In  1891  the  number  of  persons  in  the  County  of  .Wexford  (as  then  constituted)  returned  as  Sick,  on 
the  night  of  the  Census,  was  920,  or  one  in  every  121  of  the  population  ; in  1901  the  number 
so  returned  was  977,  or  one  in  every  107  of  the  population  ; of  the  latter  number  469  were  at  their 
own  homes,  and  508  were  in  hospital. 

The  number  of  persons  returned  in  1891  as  receiving  relief  under  the  Poor  Law  System  was  3,910, 
or  1 in  every  29  of  the  population  ; of  this  number  1,316  were  inmates  of  Workhouses,  and  2,594 
were  in  receipt  of  outdoor  relief ; in  190i  the  number  returned  was  3,547,  or  1 in  every  29 
of  the  population  ; 1,293  of  these  being  in  the  Workhouses,  and  2,254  on  outdoor  relief. 

For  the  purposes  of  Registration  of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages,  the  Poor  Law  Union  forms  a 
a Superintendent  Registrar’s  District.”  Each  Union  or  Superintendent  Registrar’s  District  is  divided 
into  Dispensary  Districts  for  the  Medical  Relief  of  the  Poor  under  the  Medical  Charities  Act ; 
which  Districts,  save  in  a few  instances,  are  identical  with  the  Registrars’  Districts.  Each 
Dispensary  District  is  composed  of  a certain  number  of  District  Electoral  Divisions. 

According  to  the  Returns  of  the  Registrar-General,  the  number  of  marriages  registered  in  the  County 
of  Wexford  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1901,  was  4,958,  equal  to  an  average  annual 
rate  of  4'6  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  number  registered  in  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the 
same  period  affords  an  average  annual  rate  of  4 -8  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  County  during  the  ten  years  was  22,454,  affording  an 
average  annual  rate  of  20'8  per  1,000  of  the  population,  the  average  yearly  rate  for  the  whole  of 
Ireland  during  the  same  period  being  23 -0  per  1,000. 

The  Deaths  registered  during  the  deeennium  amounted  to  20,671,  being  equal  to  an  average 
annual  rate  of  19-1  per  1,000  : the  corresponding  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  was  18'2  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Emigrants  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1901,  who  stated  that  they  were 
from  the  County  of  Wexford,  amounted  to  3,960  (2,111  males  and  1,849  females)  ; the  number  for 
the  decade  ending  31st  March,  1891,  was  11,966  ; for  that  ending  31st  March,  1881,  13,106  ; for  that 
ending  with  March,  1871,  16,088  ; and  for  that  ending  with  March,  1861,  27,053,  making  a total 
of  72,173  for  the  fifty  years.

In  addition  to  the  information  contained  in  the  County  Tables,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  adopt  the 
course  pursued  in  1881  and  1891,  and  give  the  following  Summary  of  the  results  obtained  respecting  the 
(Administrative)  County  of  Wicklow  from  the  Census  Returns  of  1901. 


The  (Administrative).  County  of  Wicklow  covers  an  area  of  500,216  statute  acres;  or  2-4  per  cent,  of  the 
total  area  of  the  country. 

.The  number  of  persons  in  the  County  of  Wicklow  according  to  the  Census  was — in  1881,  72,581;  in 
1891,  64,492  ; and  according  to  the  recent  Census,  60,824  (80,584  Males  and  30,240  Females),  or  5'68  per  cent. 


The  number  of  distinct  Families  in  the  County  at  the  time  of  the  late  enumeration  was  12,869,  the  Fa 
average  number  of  persons  in  a family  being  thus  4-7 ; and  the  number  of  Inhabited  Houses  was  12,420,  He 
showing  an  average  of  4-8  persons  to  each  house.  In  calculating  these  averages,  the  Special  Inmates  of 
Public  Institutions  have  been  omitted. 

The  number  of  Occupiers  (or  Heads  of  Families)  in  occupation  of  less  than  five  rooms  in  1901,  was  9,260,  Oc 
or  71-9  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  Families  in  the  County,  and  of  these  4 were  occupiers  of  part  of  a room  r0( 
only  ; 888,  or  6-9  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  Families  in  the  County  were  occupiers  of  one  room  ; 3,368  (T; 
or  26-2  per  cent  , occupiers  of  two  rooms ; 3,117,  or  24-2  percent.,  occupiers  of  three  rooms;  and  1,883,  or 
14-6  per  cent.,  occupiers  of  four  rooms. 

The  number  of  Tenements  of  One  Room  in  the  County  was  890,  comprising  294  cases  in  which  the  room 
-had  only  one  occupant;  452  where  the  room  had  2,  3,  or  4 occupants;  112  cases  in  which  there  were 
5,  6.  or  7 occupants ; and  82  cases  where  the  occupants  exceeded  7 in  number,  including  6 cases  of  10 
persons  and  2 of  11  persons  in  the  room.

It  has  been  considered  desirable  (as  in  1871, 1881,  and  1891)  that  those  of  the  public  who  might  not  require, 
or  be  disposed  to  purchase,  the  Census  Abstracts  and  Eeports  in  their  completeness,  should  have  access  at  a 
small  cost  to  the  statistics  of  the  Territorial  Division  in  which  they  may  have  a more  immediate  interest ; 
and  as,  in  Ireland,  the  County  appeared  to  be  the  most  convenient  and  familiar  area  for  which  the  principal 
particulars  should  be  afforded  in  abstract,  the  Census  Commissioners,  with  the  approval  of  His  Excellency 
the  Lord  Lieutenant,  have  published  Tables  for  the  several  Counties  in  the  Province  of  Leinster,  and  now 
present  Summary  Tables  for  that  Province,  and  a Synopsis  of  the  results  given  in  the  Summaries  prefixed  to 
the  County  Books.  Similar  information  for  the  Provinces  of  Munster,  Ulster,  and  Connaught  will  be 
given  as  the  progress  of  the  work  permits.

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PROVINCE  OF  LEINSTER. 


In  addition  to  the  information  contained  in  the  County  Tables,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  adopt  the 
course  pursued  in  1881  and  1891,  and  give  the  following  Summaries  of  the  results  obtained  respecting  the 
several  Counties  in  Leinster  from  the  Census  Returns  of  1901 ; similar  information  is  here  given  for 
the  Province,  together  with  a synopsis  of  the  County  Summaries. 


SUMMARY. 

The  Province  of  Leinster  covers  an  area  of  4,879,786  statute  acres,  or  23-4  per  cent,  of  the  total  area  Area, 
of  the  country. 

The  number  of  persons  in  the  Province  of  Leinster  according  to  the  Census  was — in  1881,  1,283,285  ; 
in  1891,  1,191,782;  and  according  to  the  recent  Census,  1,152,829  (571,809  Males  and  581,020  a eu’ 
Females),  or  3-3  per  cent,  less  than  in  1891. 

The  number  of  distinct  Families  in  the  Province  at  the  time  of  the  late  enumeration  was  239,389,  Houses^ aDd 
the  average  number  of  persons  in  a family  being  thus  4'6  ; and  the  number  of  Inhabited  Houses  was  (Table  viii-) 
205,696,  showing  an  average  of  5’4  persons  to  each  house.  In  calculating  these  averages,  the  Special 
Inmates  of  Public  Institutions  have  been  omitted. 

The  number  of  Occupiers  (or  Heads  of  Families)  in  occupation  of  less  than  five  rooms  in  1901  was  Occupiersoi 
176,872,  or  73-9  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  families  in  the  Province,  and  of  these  176,  or  0-1  per  rooms.aQ  ° 
cent,  of  the  total  number  of  Families  in  the  Province,  were  occupiers  of  part  of  a room  only ; 33,499  or  (Tables ix.&x.) 
14-0  per  cent.,  occupiers  of  one  room ; 58,144,  or  24-3  per  cent.,  occupiers  of  two  rooms ; 52,164,  or 
21*8  per  cent.,  occupiers  of  three  rooms ; and  32,889,  or  13-7  per  cent.,  occupiers  of  four  rooms. 

The  number  of  Tenements  of  one  room  in  the  Province  was  33,576,  comprising  7,562  cases  in  which 
the  room  had  only  one  occupant ; 18,910  where  the  room  had  2,  8,  or  4 occupants ; 6,184  cases  in 
which  there  were  5,  6 or  7 occupants ; and  920  cases  where  the  occupants  exceeded  7 in  number, 
including  91  cases  of  10  persons,  28  of  11  persons,  and  12  of  12  or  more  persons  in  the  room.

From  the  foregoing  Statement  it  will  be  observed  that  there  were  increases  in  Dublin  County  and 
Dublin  City  of  6-3  and  8-2  per  cent,  respectively,  and  decreases  in  all  the  other  Counties.  The  highest 
per-centage  of  decrease  took  place  in  Longford  and  Meath — viz.,  11-3  each;  and  the  lowest  in  Wicklow 
and  Wexford — viz.,  5-7  and  7T  respectively. 

Of  the  persons  enumerated  in  the  Province  in  1901,  88-60  per  cent,  were  born  therein,  3-12  per  cent, 
in  Munster;  2-60  per  cent,  in  Ulster;  1-49  per  cent,  in  Connaught;  3-42  percent,  in  Great  Britain ; SSw.ffiiS?0* 
0-77  per  cent,  were  born  abroad  ; and  72  persons  were  born  at  sea.  tante. 

Towns  having,  in  1901,  a population  of  2,000  and  upwards  are  classified  as  Civic  Areas. 

The  Province  contains  31  such  Areas.  In  1891  the  population  thereof  amounted  to  217,186 ; in  1901  Ar.oaB 
it  was  222,050,  showing  an  increase  of  4,864  persons,  or  2-2  per  cent. ; in  the  rural  portions  of  the 
Province  the  decrease  was  4-5  per  cent.

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  whereas,  according  to  the  returns  of  1891,  only  67-4  per  cent,  of 
the  Inhabitants,  at  all  ages,  could  “ read  and  write,”  in  1901,  74-9  per  cent,  could  do  so ; that  the 
per-centage  of  the  population  who  could  “read  only”  in  1891  was  9T,  and  in  1901,  5.4 ; and  that  the 
per-eentage  of  the  “ illiterate  ” fell  from  23'5  in  1891  to  19'7  in  1901. 

In  1891  15-4  per  cent,  of  the  inhabitants  aged  five  years  and  upwards  were  illiterate  (15-4  per  cent, 
of  the  males  and  15-3  of  the  females) ; in  1901  the  per-centage  was  but  11-3  (11-5  of  the  males,  and 
11T  of  the  females). 

Taking  Religious  Professions  and  Education  in  combination,  it  appears  that  in  1901,  excluding 
children  under  five  years  of  age,  12-7  per  cent,  of  Roman  Catholics,  3-3  per  cent,  of  Protestant 
Episcopalians,  2-0  per  cent,  of  Presbyterians,  2-1  per  cent,  of  Methodists,  and  6-7  per  cent,  of  “ all 
other  Denominations”  were- Illiterate. 

The  number  of  children  attending  school  in  the  Province  of  Leinster,  according  to  the  Census  of 
1891  (week  ending  30th  May),  was  175,421 ; or  46-5  per  cent,  of  persons  aged  5 years  and  under  20  in 
the  Province;  in  1901  the  number  returned  (for  week  ending  11th  May),  was  175,806,  or  52  0 per 
cent,  of  the  persons  aged  5 and  under  20. 

In  1891  the  number  of  persons  in  the  Province  of  Leinster  returned  as  Sick,  on  the  night  of  the. 
Census,  was  11,389,  or  one  in  every  104  of  the  population ; in  1901  the  number  so  returned  was  11,673, 
or  one  in  every  99  of  the  population ; of  the  latter  number  3,370  were  at  then-  own  homes,  and  S,303 
were  in  hospital. 

The  number  of  persons  returned  in  1891  as  receiving  relief  under  the  Poor  Law  System  was  33,571, 
or  one  in  every  35  of  the  population ; of  this  number  14,215  were  inmates  of  Workhouses,  and  19,356 
were  in  receipt  of  outdoor  relief ; in  1901  the  number  returned  was  33,920,  or  one  in  every  34  of  the 
population ; 15,182  of  these  being  in  the  Workhouses,  and  18,738  on  outdoor  relief. 

For  the  purposes  of  Registration  of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages,  the  Poor  Law  Union  forms  a 
“ Superintendent  Registrar’s  District.”  Each  Union  or  Superintendent  Registrar’s  District  is  divided 
into  Dispensary  Districts  for  the  Medical  Relief  of  the  Poor  under  the  Medical  Charities  Act ; which 
Districts,  save  in  a few  instances,  are  identical  with  the  Registrars’  Districts.  Each  Dispensary 
District  is  composed  of  a certain  number  of  District  Electoral  Divisions. 

According  to  the  Returns  of  the  Registrar-General,  the  number  of  marriages  registered  in  the  Province 
of  Leinster  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1901,  was  61,617,  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate 
of  5’3  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  number  registered  in  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the  same 
period,  affords  an  average  annual  rate  of  4‘8  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  Province  during  the  ten  years  was  269,072,  affording  an 
average  annual  rate  of  23-0  per  1,000  of  the  population,  the  average  yearly  rate  for  the  whole  of 
Ireland  during  the  same  period  being  23-0  per  1,000. 

The  Deaths  registered  during  the  decennium  amounted  to  239,399,  being  equal  to  an  average  annual 
rate  of  20-4  per  1,000  : the  corresponding  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  was  18-2  per  1,000.  ° 

The  number  of  Emigrants  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1901,  who  stated  that  they  were 
from  the  Province  of  Leinster,  amounted  to  49,552  (26,379  males  and  23,173  females) ; the  number  for 
the  decade  ending  31st  March,  1891,  was  138,282  ; for  that  ending  31st  March,  1881,  110,619 ; for  that 
ending  with  March,  1871,  149,838 ; and  for  that  ending  with  March,  1861,  235,460,  making  a total  of 
683,751  for  the  fifty  years.

Four  classes  have  been  adopted,  and  the  result  is,  that  in  the  lowest  of  the  four  classes  are  comprised  houses  principally  built  of  mud  or  other  perishable 
material,  having  only  one  room  and  window ; in  the  third,  a better  description  of  house,  varying  from  one  to  four  rooms  and  windows ; in  the  second 
what  might  be  considered  a good  farm  house,  having  from  five  to  nine  rooms  and  windows ; and  in  the  first  class  all  houses  of  a better 
description  than  the  preceding. 

The  accommodation  which  the  houses  afford  has  also  been  arranged  under  four  classes,  viz.  :— 

First  Class  accommodation  consisting  of  1st  clas3  houses,  occupied  by  one  family.  ' 

Second  Class  Accommodation  consisting  of  2nd  class  houses,  occupied  by  one  family,  or  of  1st  class  houses,  occupied  by  two  or  three  families. 

Third  Class  accommodation  comprising  3rd  class  houses,  with  one  family  each,  or  second  class  houses,  with  two  or  three  families,  or  1st  class  houses 
occupied  by  four  or  five  families. 

Fourth  Class  accommodation  includes  all  4th  class  houses,  3rd  class  houses  with  more  than  one  family,  2nd  class  houses  with  four  or  more  families 
and  1st  class  houses  inhabited  bv  sis  or  more  families.
